No. DFC.55 /DG(O) -87,- -The Reserve Bank of India 
having considered it necessary in the. public interest to give 
the directions mentioned below, hereby, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by Sections -453 and 45K of the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) and of all the powers 
enabling it in this behalf, gives the directions hereinafter 
specified. 

Part l — Preliminary 

1. Short Title and commencement of the directions 

These directions shall be known as “Residuary Non.' 
Banking Companies (Reserve Bank) Directions". 1987. 
They shall come into force with eifect from 15th May 1987 
and any reference to these directions to the date of com¬ 
mencement thereof shall be deemed to be reference to that 
date. 

Part //—-Extent of the directions 

2. These directions shall apply to every residuary non- 
banking company that is to say a non banking institution, 
being a company, which receives any deposit under any 
scheme or arrangement, by whatever name called, in one 
lumpsum or in instalments by way of contributions or sub¬ 
scriptions or by sale of units or certificates or other instru¬ 
ments. or in any other manner and which, according to the 
definitions contained in the Non-Banking Financial Com¬ 
panies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977 or, as the case may 
be. the Miscellaneous Non-Banking Companies (Reserve 
Bank) Directions, 1977 is not— 

(i) an equipment leasing company 

(ii) a hire purchase finance company 

(iii) a housing finance company 

(iv) an insurance company 

(v) an investment company 

(vi) a loan company 

(vii) a mutual benefit financial company, and 
(viii) a miscellaneous non-banking company. 

3. Definitions 

In these directions, unless the context otherwise requires. 

(a) “deposit’' shall have the same meaning as assigned 
to it in Section 45 I ( fob) of the Reserve Bank of 
India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934); 

(b) “depositor” means any.person who has made the 
deposit with the company; 

(c) words or expressions used but not defined herein 
and defined in the Reserve Bank of India Act. 
.1934 (2 of 1934) f shall have the same meaning as 
assigned to them in that Act. Any other words 
or expressions not defined herein or in the Reserve 
Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) but defined 
in the Companies Act. 1956 (1 of 1956) shall 
have the same meaning as assigned to them in the 
Companies Act. 1956 (I of 1956). 

4. Acceptance of deposits by residuary non-banking com¬ 
panies 

On and from 15th May 1987, no residuary non-banking 
company shall receive any deposit repayable on demand or 
on notice or after a period of Jess than .12 months or more 
than 120 months from the date of receipt of such deposit, 
or renew any deposit received by it whether before or after 
that date, unless such deposit, on renewal, is repayable not 
earlier than 12 months and not later than J 20 months from 
the date of such renewal. 

Explanation 

Where a deposit is received in instalments, the period of 
deposit, shall b t * computed from the date of receipt of the 

first instalment. 


5. Minimum rate of return 

On and from 15th May 1987, the amount payable by 
way of interest, premium, bonus or other advantage, by 
whatever name called, by a residuary non-Banking company 
in respect of deposits received from that date, shall not be 
less than the amount calculated at the rate of 10 per cent 
per annum (to be compounded annually) on the amount 
deposited; provided that where, at the request of: the de¬ 
positor, a residuary non-banking company makes repayment 
of the deposit after the expiry of a period of one year but 
before the expiry of the period for which the deposit had 
been accepted, the amount payable by the company by v/ay 
of interest, premium, bonus or other advantage on such 
deposit shall be reduced by two per cent from the rate 
which the company would have ordinarily paid by way of 
interest, bonus, premium or other advantage, had the 
dooosit been accepted for the period for which such deposit 
had run. 

6. Security for depositors 

On and from 15th May lyo/— 

(1) l ; very residuary non-banking company shall de¬ 
posit and keep deposited in fixed deposits with 
public sector banks or invest and keep invested in 
unencumbered approved securities (such securities 
being valued at their market value for the time 
being), or in other investments, which in the 
op nion of the company are safe, a sum which 
shall not, at the close of business on 31st Decem¬ 
ber 1987 and thereafter at the end of each half 
year that is. 30th June and 31st December be less 
than the aggregate amounts of the liabilities to the 
depositors whether or not such amounts have be¬ 
come payable ; 

Provided that of the sum so deposited or in¬ 
vested 

(7) not less than 10 per cent shall be in fixed 
deposits with any of the public sector banks; 

(b) not less than 70 per cent shall be in approved 
securities; and 

(c) not more than 20 per cent or ten limes the 
net owned funds of the company, whichever 
amount is less, shall be in other investments. 
Provided that such investments shall be with 
the approval of the Board of Directors of the 
Company. 

Explanation : “Net owned funds’* shall mean 
the aggregate of the paid-up capital and free 
reserves as appearing in the latest audited 
balance sheet of the company as reduced by 
the amount of accumulated balance of loss, 
deferred revenue expenditure and other in¬ 
tangible assets, if any, as disclosed in the said 
balance sheet. 

(2) Every residuary non-banking company shall en¬ 
trust to one of the public sector banks designated 
in that behalf, deposits and securities referred to 
in clauses (a) and (b) of the proviso to sub para¬ 
graph (1) to be held by such designated bank for 
the benefit of the depositors. Such securities and 
deposits shall not be withdrawn by the residuary 
non-banking company, or otherwise dealt with, 
except for repayment to the depositors. 

(3) Fyerv residuary non-banking company shall fur¬ 
nish to the Reserve Bank within thirty days from 
the close of business on 31st December 1987 and 
thereafter at the end of each half year that is as 
or: 30th June and 31st December, a certificate 
from its auditors, being members of Institute of 
Chartered Accountants, to the effect that the 
amounts deposited in fixed deposits and the invest¬ 
ments made are not less than the aggregate 
amounts of liabilities to the depositors as on 30th 
June and 31st December of that year. 

Explanation : For the purpose of this paragraph. 

(a) “Aggregate amounts of liabilities” shall mean 
total amount of deposits received together with 
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interest, premium, bonus or other advantage 
by whatever name called, accrued on the 
amount of deposits according to the terms o* 
contract. 

(b) “approved securities” means, the securities in 
which the Trustee is authorised to invest trust 
mopey by any law or the time being in force 
In India and bonds or fixed deposits issued by 
any Corporation established or constituted 
uhder any Central or State enactments. 

(c) “public sector banks" means, the State Bank 
oi India, the Subsidiary Banks and the corres¬ 
ponding new banks referred to in Section 45(1) 
of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 
1934). 

(d) “unencumbered approved securities shall in¬ 
clude the approved securities lodged by the 
company with another institution for advance 
or any other credit arrangements to the extent 
to which such securities nave not been drawn 
against or availed of, 

1. Abolition pf forfeiture 

On and from 15th May 1987 no residuary non-banking 
company shall forfeit any amount deposited by a depositor, 
or nny interest, premium, bonus or other advantage accrued 
thereon, 

8 . Paniculavs to be specified in application Form soliciting 
deposits 

On qnd Ifpm 15th May 1987, no residuary non-banking 
company sh^U accept, renew or convert any deposit except 
on a written application from the depositor in the form to 
be supplied by the company which form shall contain all 
the particulars specified in the Non-Bank ; ng Financial Com¬ 
panies and Miscellaneous Non-Banking Companies (Adver¬ 
tisement) Rules, 1977, made under Section 58A of the 
Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956), Such application form 
shall also contain full details about th e return which a 
depositor is entitled to get on the deposits made by him. 

9. Furnishing of receipts to depositor# 

(1) Every residuary non-banking company shall fur¬ 
nish to every depositor or his agent, unless it has 
done so already, a receipt for every amount which 
has been or which may be received by the com¬ 
pany by way pf deposit before or after the com¬ 
mencement of these Directions : 

(2) The said receipt shall be duly signed by an officer 
entitled to act for the company in this behalf and 
shall state the date of deposit, the name of the depo¬ 
sitor, the amount in words and figures received by 
thc company by way of deposit, the rate of inLercst, 
premium, bonus or other advantage payable thereon 
and the date on which the deposit is repayable. 

10 . Register of Deposits : 

(1) Every residuary non-banking company shall keep one 
or more registers in which shall be entered separately in 
the case of each depositor the following particulars, namely, 

(a) name and address of the depositor, 

(b) date and amount of each deposit, 

(c) duration and the due date of each deposit, 

(d) date and amount of accrued interest, bonus, or 
premium or other advantage on each, deposit. ’ 

(e) date and amount of each repayment. 

(f) any other particulars relating to the deposit. 

The register or registers aforesaid shall be kept at the 
registered office of the company and shall be preserved in 
good order for a period of not le_&s than eight calendar years 
following thc financial year in which the latest entry is made 
of the repayment or renewal of any deposit of which parti¬ 
culars arc contained in the register; 

(2)Every residuary non-banking company shall maintain 
separate books of account and registers with respect to de¬ 
posit received/to be received or by sale of units or certifi¬ 
cates or other instruments after the commencement of these 
directions. 


Provided ihat if the company keeps ihe books of accounts 
referred to in sub-section (1) of Section 209 of the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1936 (1 of 1956) at any place other than its 
registered office in accordance with the proviso to that sub¬ 
section, it shall be sufficient compliance with th ; s paragraph 
if the register aforesaid is kept at such other place, subject 
to thc condition that the company delivers to the Reserve 
Bank a copy of thc notice filed with the Registrar under thc 
proviso to the said sub-scction within seven days of such 
filing. 


IT Information to be included in thc Board's report 

(1) In every report of thc Board of Directors laid before 
the company in general meeting under sub-section (1) of 
Section 217 of Ihe Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) after 
the date of commencement of these directions, there shall 

be included in the case of a residuary non-banking com¬ 
pany the following particulars or information, namely : 

(a) compliance with the provisions of thc direction, 

(b) the total number of depositors of the company 
whose deposits have not been claimed by the 
depositors or paid by the company after the date 
on which the deposit became due for repayment 
or renewal as the case may be according to thc 
contract with thc depositor or the provisions of 
these directions, whichever may be applicable; and 

(c) the total amounts due to thc depositors and re¬ 
maining unclaimed or unpaid beyond the date 
referred to in clause (b) as aforesaid. 

(2) The said particulars or information shall be furnished 
with reference to the position as on the last date of thc 

financial year to which the report relates and if the amounts 
remaining unclaimed or unpaid as referred to in clause (b) 
of sub-paragraph (1) exceed in the aggregate the sum of 
rupees five lakhs, there shall also be included in the report 
a statement on the steps taken or proposed to be taken by 
the Board of Directors for the repayment of the amounts 
due to the depositors and remaining unclaimed or unpaid. 

12. Every residuary non-banking company shall disclose 
ns liabilities in its books of accounts and balance' sheets, the 
total amount of deposits received together with interest, 
bonus, premium or other advantage, accrued or payable to 
the depositors, 

13. Copies of balance-sheet and accounts together with ihe 
Directors' report to he furnished to the Reserve Bank 

Every residuary non-banking company shall deliver to the 
Reserve Bank unless it has done so already, an audited 
balance-sheet as on the last date of each financial year and 
an audited profit and loss account in respect of that year as 
passed by the company in general meeting together with a 
copy of the report of thc Board of Director laid before the 
company in such meeting in terms of Section 217(1) of 
the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1956) within fifteen days 
of such meeting, 

14. Returns to he submitted to the Reserve Bank 

(1) Without prejudice to the provisions of paragraph 13, 
every residuary non-banking company shall submit to the 
Reserve B'tnk a return furnishing the information specified 
in the Schedule A hereto with reference to its position as 
on the dates specified in the said Schedule. 

(2) (i) Every residuary non-banking company shall not 
later than 2 months from the date of commence 
ment of these directions or from the commence¬ 
ment of business whichever is later, deliver to the 
Reserve Bank a written statement containing. 

(a) the names, designations and professional quali¬ 
fications of its principal officers; 

(b) thc names, qualifications and residential add¬ 
resses of the directors of thc company; and 

(c) the specimen signatures of thc Officers autho¬ 
rised to sign on behalf of the company re 

turns specified in sub-paragraph (1) 
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(ii) Any change in the list referred to in clause ( 1 ) of 
this sub-paragraph shall be intimated to the Re¬ 
serve Bank within one month from the,occurrence 
of such change. 

15. Balance-sheet, return etc . to be submitted to the Depart¬ 
ment of Financial Companies 

Any balance sheets, returns or information required to 
be submitted or furnished to the Reserve Bank in pursuance 
of these directions shall be submitted or furnished .to the 
Regional Office of the Department of Financial Companies 
of the Reserve Bank within whose jurisdiction the Register¬ 
ed Office of the company is situated, as specified in the 
Schedule B hereto. 

16. Advertisements and Statement in lieu of Advertisement 

(1) Every residuary non-banking company shall comply 
with the provision of the Non-Banking Financial Companies 
and Miscellaneous Non-Banking Companies (Advertise¬ 
ment) Rules, 1977 and shall also specify in every advertise¬ 
ment to be issued thereunder, the following : 

(a) the actual rate of return by way of interest, pre¬ 
mium bonus or other advantage to the depositor; 

(b) The mode of payment to depositors; 

(c) maturity period of deposit; 

(d) the interest payable on a specified deposit; 

(e) if the depositors are eligible for any attractive 
gifts/incentives such as accident insurance or 
similar additional benefit if any, the amount of 
such gift/inccntive or additional advantage, which 
is given/puid by the company. 

(f) the rate of interest which will be payable to the 
depositor in case the depositor withdraws the 
deposit prematurely; the terms and conditions sub¬ 
ject to which a deposit will be revived/renewed; 
and 

(g) u n y other special features relating tu lhe terms 
and conditions subject to wlvch the deposits are 
accepted /revived/renewed. 

(2) Where a company intends to accept deposits without 
inviting or allowing or causing any other person to invite 

such deposits, it shall before accepting deposits, deliver to 
the Regional office of the Department of Financial Com¬ 
panies of the Reserve Bank within whose jurisdiction its re¬ 
gistered office is situated, for registration, a statement in 
lieu of advertisement containing all the particulars required 
to be included in the advertisement pursuant to the Non- 
Banking Financial Companies and Miscellaneous Non- 

Banking Financial Companies and Miscellaneous Non- 

culars stated in sub-paragraph (1) hereinabove, duly signed 
in the manner provided in Lhe aforesaid Rules, 


(3) A statement delivered under sub-paragraph (2) shall 
be valid till the expiry of six months from the date of 
closure of the financial year in which it is so delivered* or 
until the date^on which the balance sheet Is laid before the 
company in general meeting, or where the annual general 
meeting for any year has not been held, the latest day on 
which that meeting should have been held .in accordance 
with the provisions of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 
1956 ), whichever is earlier and a fresh statement shall be 
delivered in each succeeding financial year before accepting 
deposits in that financial year. 

17. Every residuary non-banking company which has 
not been carrying on business before the commencement 
of these directions shall, before receiving any deposit fur¬ 
nish to the Reserve Bank all particulars relating to its busi¬ 
ness, as specified in the Schedule C hereto. 

18. Transitory Provision 

Without prejudice to any directions issued or to be issued 
in that regard, 

(1) Nothing contained in paragraphs 4 and 5 shall apply 
to the deposits received or to be received under or in res¬ 
pect of any certificates, units or other instruments issued 
or sold before the commencement of these directions. 

(2) Where, before the commencement of these directions, 
a residuary non-banking company has, for providing full 
security to its depositors, entered into any arrangement with 
any public sector bank pursuant to any directions issued or 
conditions stipulated by the Reserve Bank or otherwise 
nothing in paragraph 6 of these directions shall apply and the 
arrangement so entered into shall continue cm the some 
terms and conditions with respect to deposits received or 
to be received under or in respect of certificates, units or 
other instruments, issued or sold before the commencement 
of these directions. 

19. Exemptions 

The Reserve Bank may, if it considers it necessary for 
avoiding any hardship or for any other just and sufficient 
reason, grant extensions of time to comply with or exempt 
any company or class of companies, from all or any of 
the provisions of these directions either generally ojc. for 
any specified period subject to such conditions as the Re¬ 
serve Bank may impose. 

20 . Paragraph 19 of the Non-Banking Financial Companies 
(Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977 

Nothing contained in paragraph 19 of the Non-Banking 
Financial Companies (Reserve Bank) Directions, 1977 
shall apply to the residuary non-banking companies.

AND WHEREAS no objections and suggestions were 
received from the public by the Cantonment Board during 
the period specified in the ffotxe; 

NOW, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), the 
Cantonment Board, Dalhousie, with previous sanction of 
the Central Government hereby amends the Notification of 
the Local-Self-Government Department Committees No. 
18704, dated the 10th July, 1923, as follows, namely ;— 

In the said notification, for items (1) and (2) the fol¬ 
lowing item shall be substituted namely :— 

House Tax of Rs. 10 percent per annum on tho annual 
value as defined in section 64 of the Cantonments Act. 
1924 (2 of 1924) of all buildings or part of buildings 
as assessed by the Board.
